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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: lines 2 and 20 on 
page 1 of the specification make reference to "Claim 1". 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gerl 
(US5432321) in view of JP-61 1 19922. 

Gerl discloses a cooking device comprising a muffle as a cooking chamber (column 2, 
lines 51-53), an upper heating unit (OH), a hot air heating unit (G, LH), a high speed heating unit 
(S2), a control unit which adjusts the high speed heating mode when operating with the hot air 
heating unit and switches on the upper heating unit (column 3, lines 6-35; column 4, lines 11- 
17), upper heating unit is inside chamber (column 3, lines 38-44), control unit adjusts high speed 
heating mode in a heating phase (column 4, lines 1 1-17), a manual switch for controlling high 
speed heating unit (column 4, lines 1 1-14), a baking oven regulator which switches off upper 
heating unit when a preset temperature is reached and a signal element activated via control unit 
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when upper heating unit is switched on (column 3, hne 6-column 4, line 8). Gerl does not 
disclose a grill heating unit. JP-61 1 19922 discloses a grill heating unit (8). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have included a 
grill heating unit as taught by JP-61 1 19922 in the cooking device of Gerl because, a grill heating 
unit allows for a more uniform heating.
